In every instance where reconsideration is requested In view of an inten^iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomri will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that the Instant Invention differs from Yamaguchi 
because as per Friesen declarations, applicants' composition provides greater drug concentration from a lower 
drug:polymer ratio as opposed to the prior art where drug concentration increases with higher drugrpolymer ratio. 
Regarding, Miyajlma, applicants state that Miyajima discloses spray drying as one a number of methods and, therefore, 
Miyajima could just as easily lead one to prepare crystalline drug instead of amorphous drug, and/or a non- 
homogeneous composition instead of a homogeneous composition. 
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
